DESIRABLE STRAWBERRIES. 


BY R. H. HAINES. 


Each year reveals to us something new in 
the fruit world, differing in quality or ap- 
pearance from those that have preceded it. 
A trial of several years is usually required, 
before the desirable qualities of new varieties 
can be fully ascertained ; and then it is that 
we are enabled to bring .them to the notice 
of fruit growers and lovers of choice fruits. 
Many are familiar with the names of the 
common and inferior berries that are so 
often offered in the markets—so small that it 
at times requires nearly a score of them to 
equal in size a single berry of some of the 
newer kinds. A short description of some 
of these new varieties will perhaps be wel- 
comed. 

Star of the West. This is one of the 
newest, and has been recommended as being 
possessed of many excellencies. If it should 
prove superior or even equal to the far- 
amed “ Monarch of the West,” then it will 
be welcomed asa valuable addition to the 
strawberry plot. The mere fact of its pos- 
sessing such an attractive name, adds to the 
pleasure of having it in the garden—arrest- 
ing the attention of the visitor as the owner 
points it out—as the “Star of the West.” 
There isa good deal ina name, but it is 
hoped that this will also reveal to its pos- 
sessors that it has real merits besides. The 
plants are strong and vigorous growers with 
dark green leaves, and bear large beautiful 
berries, of a bright red color that look well 
either upon the table or fruit stand. If 
grown upon light sandy soils, they should 
not be allowed to cover the ground too 
thickly, and on heavier soils they will also 
prove more satisfactory if kept strictly in 
hills. By “hill culture” I mean in single 
plants, cutting off al! runners. It will make 
a pleasant experiment this coming season to 
try them both ways, so as to ascertain which 
way will give the greatest success in differ- 
ent localities. 

The Duncan. It would be hardly fair to 
the preceding variety to say that this is su- 
perior to it, as they differ so much in their 
various characteristics. The Duncan, as a 
profitable and desirable market variety, is 
rapidly coming into favor. Because it is 
called a “ market variety” does not prevent 
it from being suitable for private gardens. A 
“market strawberry” is one that on ac- 
count of its keeping qualities and produc- 
tiveness render it desirable for growing ona 


course equally appreciated by those having 
small gardens. The berries are of a bright 
red color, and retain their color from twelve 
to twenty-four hours longer than the Wil- 
son’s, and frequently command double the 
price on account of this merit as well as 
from their being larger and of better quality. 
When grown side by side, either in hills or 
matted rows they have proved equally pro- 
ductive. I have been greatly pleased with 
them thus far, and think that others will also 


Black Defiance. Those who have seen 
well ripened specimens of this remarkable 
variety will never forget their appearance. 
They are sometimes grown of immense size 
and attract attention wherever exhibited. 
The berries ripen quite early in the season, 
and when fully ripe are of an unusually 
dark color as their name indicates, and set 
| at defiance the efforts of many other kinds 
| that endeavor to rival them in size. Plants 
of this variety have been sent through the 
mails to all parts of the country, and I hear 
of numerous words in their praise from 
many and widely separated localities. Place 
six or eight of these beautiful large berries 
upon a saucer, and you will have a gift that 
even royalty would be pleased to accept. It 
is not difficult to grow them if a little at- 
tention is given to their proper cultivation. 
Success is easily attained if the soil is pre- 
viously deeply spaded and thoroughly en-

EFFECTS OF COLD STORMS ON 
POULTRY. 


Each season of the year brings its special 
work and care, demanding the attention of 
the keepers of poultry. ear pt | the first 
bleak autumn storms, no period of the year 
is so trying to the constitution of fowls as 
cold, spring rain-storms. Birds that have 
stood the severity of winter without any 
apparent signs of disease, often succumb to 
the effects of a chilly rain-storm. The germs 
of disease, however, are sometimes con- 
tracted during confinement in winter, and 
the sudden change of weather, experienced 
during a cold rain, will develop the malady, 
which is likely to become contagious. Fowls 
that have been highly fed and kept warm to 
induce laying, will, like a forced plant, be 
too tender to stand neglect during the early, 
drenching rains that penetrate to their very 
skins. 

The danger need not be feared, however, 
by those who will take a little extra care of 
their stock during such weather. As soon 
as the earth softens under the first mild 
breath of spring, fowls are all awake to the 

rospect of getting worms and other insects 
from the ground. They will then be off, 
prowling about before it is light enough 
even to see their prey, but as they evidently 
know that the early bird catches the worm, 
they are on the ground betimes. Perhaps 
the next day there is a severe change in t 
weather, with sleet or rain, and you will see 
the birds huntiag about, in hopes of findi 
insects, till they get soaking wet throug! 
their feathers, and if not well cared for, this 
often proves fatal. 

Most fanciers have noticed 7 a cold 
storm frequently stops hens from laying for 
a week. pes '4 delay and risk rr sick- 
ness may often be prevented by giving them 
a liberal mess of soft, warm, food, with a 
little cayenne pepper in it. To this should 
be added a generous amount of animal food, 
either scraps or haslets, to take the place of 
the supply of worms, which is stopped when 
the fowls cannot get out. With this little 
extra care, hens will often keep on lering, 
retain perfect health, and be profitable to 
their keepers.—Corres. Rural New Yorker.

Che Dairy, 
CHEESE FACTORIES. 


We requested a correspondent, Mr. N. 8. 
Hubbard of Brimfield, Treasurer of the 
Worcester County Cheese Factory at Warren, 
to furnish us with the facts in regard to the 
operations of the Factory with which he is 
connected, and he has sent us an interesting 
account of that and most of the other facto- 
ries in this State as follows: 


In common with all other interests in 
western Massachusetts, the cheese factories 
have found the year 1876 a little harder than 
any before. The price of cheese ruled very 
low early in the season, an unprecedented 
drought cut short the supply of milk during 
the summer and fall, so that both in quan- 
tity and relative profit the returns show a 
falling off from 1875. The cheese business 
has been steadily declining since 1871, and 
for several years it has been apparent that 
some new departure was necessary, if any 
but the largest factories were to continue in 
operation. ‘To make both butter and cheese, 
thereby securing double returns for the milk, 
has been generally admitted to be the great 
desideratum, but how to do it successfully 
has been a question not easily solved. The 
Barre Central cheese factory, through the 
enterprise of its manager, James T. Davis, 
appears to have settled the question and 
demonstrated the feasibility of making butter 
and No. 1 cheese from the same milk so 
thoroughly, that the other factories will have 
only to follow the plan marked out to be- 
come profitable as of old. é 

A few brief preparatory experiments were 
made at the Barre factory in the spring of 
1876, but the main trial, which will probably 
result in revolutionizing the cheese factories 
of New England, was made between July 10 
and November 3. During this time, exclu- 
sive of the milk received for making cheese 
alone, 320,405 pounds of milk were delivered 
for both butter and cheese, from which 28,- 
675 pounds of cheese were made and 5,233 

ounds of butter. The butter was sold at the 
factory at from 30 to 35 cents a pound, 
while the cheese, owing toa slight rise in 
the price late in the season, actually netted 
the farmers a small fraction more per pound 
than that made from unskimmed or “ plain ” 
milk. The net returns for the plain milk 
cheese were $10.27 for each 1000 pounds of 
miik for the entire season, while the net 
returns for every 1000 pounds of milk from 
which both butter and cheese were made 
were $12.30, and this, too, after deducting 
$600 for fixtures and other incidentals con- 
nected with the experiment. Were these 
excluded, as would be necessary in a fair 
comparison with cheese, the receipts would 
be fully 25 per cent greater than when cheese 
alone is made. The milk for the double 
manufacture was delivered twice a day, in- 
stead of only once as is customary with 
cheese-milk. The morning’s milk was set 
and allowed to stand from 16 to 24 hours 
before skimming, according to the weather, 
while the night’s milk was only set 12 hours. 
During dog-days only the night's milk was 
skimmed. The milk was set in large pans, 
made double, so as to allow the circulation 
of water on all sides of the milk, similar to 
the Empire State Pan, and holding 800 
quarts each.

$5200 capital, was 2 28-100 cents per pound. 
All the cheese was sold in Boston, shipments 
being from the Barre Plains depot every 
Monday by special car. Since November 3 
no cheese has been made, all the milk hav- 
ing been sold to the Boston contractors, who 
run their Warren car around to Barre during 
the winter. The factory will be started 
again this spring, and most of the milk re- 
ceived will be for both butter and cheese, as 
nearly all the farmers are anxious to go into 
it, even with the added labor of a double 
daily delivery. It is estimated that about 
oné-third more help will be required to make 
both butter and cheese than cheese alone. 
The whey ineither case is fed to hogs at 
the factory, and is estimated to be worth 
about 50 cents per 100 pounds. The Barre 
Central company have always found the best 
help the cheapest, and last year paid $100 
per month to their head cheese-maker. 

The Barre South cheese factory, located 
near the railroad station at Barre Plains, did 
less than the usual amount of business last 
year, being in operation only from May 1 
till October 17. The total receipts of milk 
were 416,512 pounds, from which 38,793 
pounds of cheese were made, 10,736 pounds 
of milk being required to every pound of 
cheese. The entire cost of making and 
marketing was 2.61 cents per pound, and the 
net returns to the farmers $0.1017 per 

ound. The cheese was sold principally at 
Shescsiies and Hartford, the highest price re- 
ceived being 14 1-2 cents, and the lowest 11 
cents. No butter was made at the factory, 
but in former years it has been customary to 
skim the night milk at home during Sep- 
tember and October. 

The New Braintree cheese factory, located 
on the hill-top in that rich old town, and 
which has always enjoyed a most enviable 
reputation, last year received 1,483,083 
pounds of milk, from which 146,609 pounds 
of cheese were made, which was sold at 
Springfield, Worcester and Hartford for an 
average of 13 cents a pound. The highest 
price received was 16 cents, and the lowest 
10 1-2 cents; 10.11 | eae of milk were 
required for a pound of cheese. About 10,000 
pounds less were made in 1876 than in 1875, 
on account of the drouth, and the total re- 
ceipts were $2994 less. The cost of making 
and selling was 2.7 cents per pound, but all 

ties were charged three cents, the balance 
Pei a stockholders’ dividend. It has been 
v to make for stockholders next year at 
actual cost, and charge outsiders three cents 
a pound. The net returns to the patrons 
last year were about 10 cents a pound. None 
of the patrons were allowed to skim their 
milk. The officers for the ensuing year are 
as follows: Directors, Benjaa in F. Hamil- 
ton, Edwin Hoar, Alfred Boyden, George K. 
Tufts and Charles Tidd; treasurer and man- 
ager, G. K. Tufts. 

The old Hardwick centre cheese factory, 
one of the largest and most prosperous in 
the State, was run 226 days in 1876, begin- 
ning April 1, and the total milk receipts 
were 1,797,519 pounds, or about 250,000 
pounds less than in 1875. The factoty, how- 
ever, was operated 28 days less than in 1875, 
and the number of patrons was also less. 
The books show that 11.224 pounds of milk 
were required to make a pound of cheese, 
and the cost of making was 1.076 cents per

In 1875 the highest price was 13 cents, the 
average about 12 cents, and the ratio 10.42. 
The proportionate cost of making in 1876 
was increased by the sale of milk to Brigham 
& Co., during the summer months, as the 
cheese-maker was hired for the season, and 
had to be paid whether the milk was made 
into cheese or sold. The night’s milk was 
skimmed at home by the patrons of the 
factory during September and October, but 
not enough cream was removed to injure the 
quality of the cheese. The officers of the 
association are: President, William Adams ; 
secretary, Calvin W. Mann; directors, Wm. 
Adams, George Warner and C. W. Mann. 


The Worcester county cheese factory in 
Warren, which is owned by farmers living in 
Warren and Brimfield, is operated in con- 
nection with the Warren milk car, all the 
milk from the tributary farms being sent to 
Boston during the winter, while in summer 
the amount made up at the factory is gov- 
erned wholly by the state of the Boston 
market. Orders for the shipment of milk 
are received daily by telegraph, and if there 
is a scarcity at the Hub, not unfrequently 
all the milk received at the factory is sent 
down, while if there is an over supply the 
surplus milk is sent up from the car to be 
made into cheese. The factory ran last year 
from May 1 till September, when all the milk 
was called for at Boston. During this time 
701,189 pounds of milk were received and 
69,464 pounds of cheese, 10.09 pounds of 
milk being required to make a pound of 
cheese. The cost of making, boxing and sell- 
ing, including interest on $5200, was 2 1-4 
cents a pound, making the net returns to the 
farmers $0.09136 per pound against $0.10355 
in 1875. The increased cost of making per 
pound causes a portion of the difference, as 
the usual complement of help had to be paid 
whether the milk was made into cheese or 
shipped to Boston. The officers of the com- 
aa for the ensuing year are: President, 'T.

Lewis Brothers make some cheese every 
year at their condensed milk factory at West 

rookfield, when the demand for their milk 
is dull, and they also make up the surplus 
milk from Brigham & Co.’s Boston cars when 
the factory at Warren is not in operation. 
During 1876 they made about 24,000 pounds 
of cheese at an average cost of 1 3-4 cents a 
pound. Only 9 2-3 pounds of milk were 
used to make a pound of cheese. Brimfield 
has a small cheese factory in the centre 
village which was builtin 1870, and is owned 
by a corporation with a nominal capital of 
$3500. For several years the factory was 
very successful, but the number of cows kept 
in town has steadily decreased till it has re- 
sulted in virtually closing the factory, which 
was run only a few weeks last summer and 
but 70 days in 1875. The corporation is 
officered as follows: President, Charles B. 
Brown; secretary and treasurer, W. F. 
Tarbell; directors, Abraham Charles, William 
8. canes, E. C. March and George M. Hitch- 
cock. 

Cheese factories have been less successful 
as a general thing in Berkshire than in Wor- 
cester county, but in three or four towns they 
have been conducted with success, and 
are very popular although the net profits are 
less than at the larger factories, east of the 
river. Cheshire has two cheese factories, the 
largest of which, the “ Leland,” is located in 
the centre village and owned by a stock 
company with “$2000 capital, The stock- 
holders received a 7 per cent. dividend last

has been employed to make the cheese another 
summer. The “Greylock” cheese factory, 
which is located in the east part of the town, 
was last year patronized by the owners of 
about 170 cows. Some trouble was occa- 
sioned during the season by a few farmers 
| who would skim their milk and then try and 
| pass it off as a good article. The total 
| receipts of milk were 580,334 pounds, and 
55,707 pounds of cheese were made, 10.41 
pounds of milk being needed to make one of 
cheese. The cost of making and marketing 
was 1 3-4 cents a pound, and the net returns 
to the patrons were a small fraction over 
eight cents a pound. Some of the farmers, 
who patronized the factory think that more 
money could be made by going regularly 
into the manufacture of butter and shim-milk 
cheese, and they are probably correct. The 
directors for the year are the same as in 
1876, Charles Jenks, Martin Jenks and Wil- 
liam Card. The agent and manager last year 
was H. F. Wood. 

The factory at Williamstown was in oper- 
ation four months last year, during which 
259,830 pounds of milk were received, and 
23,847 pounds of cheese manufactured at a 
cost, including the expense of marketing, of 
1.9 cents apound. The ratio was 10.89. 
The highest price received per pound for the 
cheese was 12 cents and the lowest 10 cents, 
the average being 103-4 cents. Deducting 
the cost of making, the average net price per 
pound was $0.0885. The cost of mannfac- 
ture is proportionately high on account of 
the small amount of milk received daily. 
Not over 110 cows are tributary to the fac- 
tory, which is not the success it would be 
if farmers would stock up with cows. 

The Windsor cheese factory, which has 
been in operation since 1870, ran last season 
from May 15 to September 15, and made 
275, 437 pounds of milk into 26,986 pounds 
of cheese, at a cost of two cents per pound. 
Ten and two-tenths pounds of milk are 
required to make a pound of cheese. The 
average receipts for the cheese sold were 
$0.114 per pound, leaving a net return to 
the farmers of 80.094. The net receipts in 
1875 were 10 cents a pound, and the ratio 
10.54 pounds. Only 24,575 pounds of 
cheese were sold, the remainder being taken 
by the patrons of the factory at the cost of 
making. The whey is carried home by 
tarmers, 75 pounds of whey being allowed 
for every 100 pounds of milk. The milk 
of about 240 cows is worked up at the 
factory, and never before last season has 
the product fallen below 35,000 pounds. 
The concern has paid off a debt of about 
$300 within five years, and pays 6 per cent. 
interest on its capital. ‘ he cheese next 
summer will be made by A. B. Stevens of 
New York State. The officers of the asso- 
ciation are: President, F. W. Morgan ; agent 
and treasurer, H.C. Cleveland; ‘secretary,

In comparing the relative returns it should 
be borne in mind that the Worcester county, 
Barre Central, New Braintree and Hardwick 
factories paid interest on their capital, while 
the other factories did not. The showin; 
made by the Barre Central factory for both 
butter and cheese would seem to be suffi- 
cient argument for introducing this method 
whenever practicable.

Although a rich 
soil with a genial climate conspires much 
towards rendering the rudest forms of culti- 
vation under favorable circumstances, mod- 
erately productive, the honest industry of 
the husbandman, however blindly applied, 
is looked upon with favor by all loving Na- 
ture ; but her richest gifts are reserved for 
united science and skill. A good garden is 
the most importantjaddition to any home— 
be it the farmhouse, the rural home, or the 
country villa. A neat and well kept lawn;is 
certainly a beautiful attraction to a home, 
but the garden from which you draw your 
daily supply of choice vegetables, is a source 
of greater pleasure as well as of true econo- 
my.

MANURES. 

Manure is the very essence of gardening 

and it must be procured from every source ; 
still the main reliance is the stable manures. 
Guano, phosphates, bonedust, chemical ferti 
lizers, &c., all these are good if they are 
genuine, but their cost and freight make 
it a question whether they will pay except 
for special purposes. Ashes are good for 
almost everything, hut especially those soile 
and crops needing potash. Lime and plaster 
can be used to good effect on some, soils. 
Salt at the rate of six to eight buplels per 
acre, notonly promotes fertility, but is very 
destructive to insects, &c. Ia fact, any- 
thing which added to the/soil promotes 
the growth of plants, is 4 manure. The 
quantity, quality and proper application is 
of the utmost importance in all gardening 
operations. 
Manures diredly assist vegetable growth 
by entering isto the composition of the 
plants and by absorbing moisture from the 
atmosphere. 

Manurts indirectly assist the growth of 

plants by decomposing in the soil and there- 
by furnishing plant food. 
The manure from cattle and swine is con- 
sidered cold, and best suited to a light warm 
soil, while that from horses, sheep and poul- 
try is hot and best adapted to a cold heavy 
soil. 

All new and fresh manure engenders heat 
during fermentation, and has a tendency to 
lighten the soil, while old rotten manures 
render it more compact and firm. 

In the application to the soil, ull fresh and 
rank manures should be spread on the sur- 
face and ploughed under ; while well decom- 
posed manures may be applied direct to the 
growing plants or to the seed. 

A good thorough and frequent cultivation 
of the soil, is of itself a manure; for all 
growing plants receive largely from the at- 
mosphere—it is said about ninety-five per cent 
comes from the air, and only five per cent
